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Greenbelters Turn Out to Vote 
Democratic, Keep Term Limits

The country may have mixed 
feelings about who should be 
president, but that is not the case 
in the still Democratic stronghold 
of Greenbelt. Greenbelt voters, 
more than 80% of those regis- 
tered, voted overwhelmingly for 
all three Democratic candidates. 
Presidential candidates Al Gore 
and Joe Lieberman garnered 73% 
of the Greenbelt vote compared to 
less than 22% for George Bush 
and Richard Cheney. Gore’s vote 
percentage equaled that 
Greenbelters gave to President 
Bill Clinton and Al Gore in 1996. 
Ralph Nader led the list of candi- 
dates of the lesser known parties 
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by achieving 4.8% of the city 
vote, falling just short of his tar- 
geted national effort ‘to gain 5%. 

Senator Paul Sarbanes did 
even better than the national 
ticket. Reelected to his fifth term 
in office by state voters, Sarbanes 
garnered almost 83% _ of 
Greenbelt’s votes. Fifth Congres- 
sional District Representative 
Steny Hoyer topped the list as 
Greenbelt’s most popular candi- 
date in this election. Hoyer, 
elected to his tenth two-year 
term, received 5,433 of the 7,085 
votes cast in the city, a whopping 
84% of votes cast. 

Once again, Greenbelters ap- 
parently joined the rest of the

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county in supporting term limits 
(not all voting figures had been 
received at the time this story 
was written). For those precincts 
that had reported in Greenbelt, 
55% of those voting opposed re- 
pealing term limits for either the 
County Executive or the County 
Council. 

Greenbelters did a good job of 
turning out to vote this time, with 
the percentage of votes cast being 
12 % greater than the percent cast 
in the 1996 presidential election. 
However, it falls short by 2% of 
the 83% cast in 1992. This elec- 
tion, 7,085 voters cast ballots. In 
1996, the count was 6,565. 










Letty Bryce, School Psychologist, 
Retires from Greenbelt Elementary

“Character is what you are 
when no one else is watching.” 
That statement on the door of 
Letitia (Letty) Bryce’s office not 
only described Bryce herself but 
also defines what she impressed 
on many children throughout her 
years as counselor at Greenbelt 
Center and Greenbelt Elementary 
Schools. She was there when the 
first students were bused to Cen- 
ter School as part of the county’s 
integration program on January 
29, 1973. She was there also

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when Center School was closed 
and Greenbelt Elementary was 
opened for the 1993-94 school 
year. But in between these 
events she left for several years 
to work elsewhere in the school 
system. Now she has retired. 

“I’ve spent 55 years of my 
life in school,” she said. As 
much as she enjoyed being part 
of the elementary school team, 
“there were many things that told 
me it was time to leave,” she 
added. 

Growing up in Ft. Wayne, In- 
diana, Bryce attended a rural el- 
ementary school and an urban 
high school. She remembered 
that it had been an “idyllic” time 
when children didn’t have as 
many things to contend with as 
they do now and life moved at a 
much slower pace. 

She holds a B.A. from 
Dennison University, Ohio and a 
master of arts from Stanford Uni- 
versity, California. . At that time 
she thought she would be work- 
ing at the university level. 

Indeed she did work as dean 
of students at Cornell University 
and later as College Counselor/ 
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Director of Women’s Residence 
Halls at Quinnipiac College, 
Conn. That was during the 
college’s first year of residency. 
Twice her husband, who was 
working on his doctorate, had an 
opportunity to go to Panama. So 
each time she left her job and 
went with him. She worked first 
as a counselor in a brand new 
Department of Defense junior 
high school. During her second 
year she had an opportunity to 
work for the Department of Spe- 
cial Education. The school had a 
diagnostic unit where testing was

It probably won't come as a 
surprise to Greenbelt residents, 
but the official school enrollment 
counts for this year show that all 
Greenbelt schools are over- 
crowded. The capacity rate 
ranges from 109 percent at 
Greenbelt Elementary School to 
143 percent at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. At least some of 
the “extra” students are handled 
by the use of temporary class- 
rooms that are situated in parking 
lots. 

Elementary Schools 

Greenbelt Elementary has 62] 
students (109 percent of capacity) 
when the official count was taken 
on September 30. It is the only 
Greenbelt school that has no tem- 
porary classrooms. 

Springhill Lake Elementary 
School had 870 students. That is 
almost 100 more students than 
the school system had anticipated 
for this year, even though the 
school no longer has a sixth 
grade. “er 

This enrollment puts the 
school at 123 percent of capacity. 
Springhill Lake has four tempo- 
rary classrooms, but even count-

ing that space, the school Is at 
108 percent capacity. 

Magnolia Elementary enrolls a 
number of students from 
Greenbelt East. Magnolia, with 
690 students, is at 140 percent of 
capacity. That school has six 
temporary classrooms, giving it 
an overall 107 percent capacity 
rate. 

Middle and High Schools 

Greenbelt Middle School was 
at 123 percent of capacity on 
September 30 with 988 students. 

That was actually slightly 
lower than the scheduled enroll- 
ment of 1,026. Greenbelt Middle — 
now includes Grade 6 from 
Springhill Lake Elementary, a 
move that was made a few years 
ago to reduce overcrowding there. 

Eleanor Roosevelt High is at 
the highest capacity rate of any 
Greenbelt school 143-percent. 

This school, one of the largest 
in the state, has 3,273 students 
this year. Even with its 2] tem- 
porary classrooms, the capacity 
remains at 116 percent. Move- 
ment of some non-Greenbelt stu- 
dents to Duval starting next fall 
will reduce, but-not eliminate the 
overcrowding. 


News Review Wins School

The Greenbelt News Review 
was presented a School Bell 
Award by the Maryland State 
Teachers Association (MSTA) at 
its annual meeting on September 
20. Mary Moien, education edi- 
tor, accepted the award - the 23rd 
Annual MSTA School Bell 
Award - for the News Review 
and its staff. The paper was one 
of 10 recipients from more than 
200 submissions. 

The MSTA sponsors the me- 
dia competition to applaud jour- 
nalists who explore, analyze and 
profile topics that keep the pub- 
lic informed about the challenges 
and triumphs of public education. 
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The School Bell Awards were 
judged by Dr. Barbara Hines, 
professor of journalism at 
Howard University and Pam 
Nichols, director of communica- 
tions for Delaware State Educa- 
tion Association. 

The News Review won in the 
category of “newspaper and wire 
services non-daily sustained cov- 
erage.” 

The Greenbelt News Review 
winning submission included 
stories over a year’s period 
from a number of reporters, 
each of whom received a school 


bell engraved with her name

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We All Would Like to Keep 
Our Movie Theater, But ... 


We would like to see the Greenbelt Theatre continue to operate 
as a movie house. We like its big screen, its Dolby sound and its 
being located in a quiet neighborhood with plenty of parking. 

It is also an integral part of the original planned community. 

But, we don’t believe that the city council or staff have enough 
information to make a decision. We do believe the city should 
take immediate steps to find a temporary means of assuring that 
the theater remains open and operating, at least for another year. 

With the time bought, the city can try to resolve satisfactorily 
some of the following questions which we raise: 

How can the theater be separated from the rest of the building 
when the building has common heating, plumbing and electrical 
systems, common walls and roofs? Who fixes what when some- 
thing goes wrong? What happens if the city and the other owner 
disagree on whether a repair is needed? 

How will the city pay for capital costs needed to upgrade the 
theater to modern code standards—remove asbestos, install 
firewalls and other needed fire safety improvements, and improve 
appearance? 

Taking into consideration that the city has raised the property 
tax rate in each of the last seven years, can the city afford another 
potential drain on its budget? 

Can the city make the theater break even? How can the the- 
ater be operated at a profit, when it is not operating that way now? 

If the city owns it, how will the theater be operated? Will it 
be just a movie house? What kind? First run, second run, old- 
ies? Will it be used for other activities? If so, what? Who will 
operate it? 

What happens if the theater books a production that members 
of council or the public find offensive? Who will be the final ar- 
biter of what the theater will show? 

Is the theater only a part of the problem at Roosevelt Center 
that needs to be dealt with? The city’s efforts to upgrade the ex- 
terior of this historic shopping center have achieved a good amount 
of success, but it has been like pulling teeth with the owners. 
Now they have defaulted on the repayment of loans from the city, 
even though the center is fully occupied. Privately, we hear com- 
plaints from the tenants as to the difficulty in getting the landlord 
to undertake needed repairs. Is a change of ownership needed for 
more than just the theater? How can such a change be accom- 
plished? 

There are probably other good questions that need to be raised 
and answered before final action is taken on the theater. In any 
event, it is important that the city not rush to judgment on this is- 
sue without full consideration of all the relevant questions.

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Former Greenbelter and princi- 
pal of Greenbelt Junior High 
School, William Charles Bevan, 
73, died on November 4, 2000 as 
a result of injuries in Springfield, 
PA. He resided in Bowie with 
his wife, Joan Pitkin, Maryland 
Delegate for the 23rd Legislative 
District, the district which in- 
cludes the City of Greenbelt. 

Born in Homestead, PA, he 
was a graduate of Slippery Rock 
University of Pennsylvania and 
had a master’s degree in educa- 
tion from the University of Mary- 
land. He served in the Army Air 
Force from 1945 to 1947. He 
worked briefly as a cartographer 
for the U.S. Map Service before 
becoming a teacher. 


William C. Bevan 


During the 1950s, Bevan, and 
his former wife, Jean, resided in 


one of the apartment buildings on... 


Parkway. He also became.a 
member of the Greenbelt Lions 
Club, where he once served as its 
president. 

As an educator, he began as a 
teacher in 1953 at Hyattsville Jun- 
ior High School and also taught at 
Glenridge Junior High School. 
He was a vice principal at Rolling 
Crest Junior High School and in 
1958 became the first principal of 
Laurel Junior High School. In 
1973 he became principal of 
Greenbelt Junior High School 
where he served until his retire- 
ment in 1974. He then became a 
commercial real estate broker. 

In 1982, he was elected to the 
Maryland House of Delegates 
from a district that included north- 
ern Prince George’s County and 
eastern Howard County. He 
served for two terms. In the 
house he worked for education 
and law reform, environmental 
and labor issues and for campaign 
finance reform. He also sup- 
ported a number of pieces of leg- 
islation sought by the City of 
Greenbelt, although he was not a 
representative of this area.

performed by a team of psy- 
chologists, speech and language 
therapists and special education 
personnel. They performed a 
complete psychoeducational bat- 
tery on children. That’s when 
she got her interest in the field of 
school psychology. 

When they returned home she 
took credits at Johns Hopkins 
University to become certified as 
a school psychologist. 

Prince George’s County 

In 1972 Dr. Annabelle 
Ferguson, chair of the county’s 
special education department, in- 
terviewed her for a job as school 
psychologist. in the Prince 
George’s County schools but 
there were no immediate open- 
ings. Ferguson suggested that 
Bryce apply for the job of el- 
ementary school counselor in a 
program (pilot project) that 
Ferguson was pioneering. In 
1968 there were only four el- 
ementary school counselors in the 
school system. This project 
would expand these to 16. The 
16 counselors were put into 32 
schools. Bryce worked at 
Greenbelt Center and Hollywood 
Elementary schools. 

In 1975 Dr. John Van 
Schoonhoven came as principal 
to Center School and became her 
mentor. She enjoyed being part 
of the elementary school family. 

In 1978 she left Hollywood 
and went to Bladensburg Elemen- 
tary where she collaborated on 
programs with Gallaudet Univer- 
sity. Both Center and 
Bladensburg had hearing pro- 
grams, although the hearing prob- 
lems were less severe at 
Bladensburg. 

However, in the late 1970s, 
three diagnostic wings opened in 
the county. She worked in two 
of the wings as a school psy- 
chologist and later was a counse- 
lor at two Milliken schools. 

Back to Greenbelt 

When the After School pro- 
gram started at Center School in 
April 1989 Bryce came back to 
Greenbelt. She was a counselor 
at the school and also coordinated 
the counseling program for the 
innovative After School program. 
She also worked two nights a 
week in that program. 


Blue Ribbon Award 

After Van Schoonhoven left 
in April, 1992, Bryce worked 
with Acting Principal (later prin- 
cipal) Carolyn Goff. During that 
time Center School was chosen 
to be a National Blue Ribbon 
School for the 1992-93 school 
year. Bryce was the guide for 
Dr. Matthew Clarke, the on-site 
visitor who reviewed the school’s 
program. In May 1993 after an 
exciting two days of events, the 
award was presented in the 
White House Rose Garden. 
Bryce remembers Clarke coming 
to sit there with the Greenbelt 
Elementary team. He told her 
how impressed he had been 
when he saw the children come 
to the school. There were happy 
faces ready to learn and each 
one being welcomed to the 
school, he said. 

As a counselor, Bryce was 
there for the children whenever 
they needed comfort, understand- 
ing and help. While many were 
referred by their teachers, all 
knew that they had only to fill 
in a request for an appointment 
and they would get to talk to 
Bryce. It was with regret that 
they learned she was to retire. 
Her patience, warmth and inter- 
est in them was reflected back to 
her in the love and respect they 
held for her. 

Besides her counseling, Bryce 
was involved in many activities 
at Greenbelt Elementary from 
lunch duty to working with the 
student government (GAB). She

planned the honor roll programs 
and also worked with volunteers 
and coordinated a yearly volun- 
teer brunch. An important and 
popular activity she instituted was 
the school-to-career program. 
Once a year parents and other 
adults would come and tell the 
children about their jobs and what 
the children needed to learn to be 
able to do that job. The program 
was set up on a rotating basis so 
children would learn of many 
jobs that day. 

Bryce and the resource teach- 
ers worked as a team. Also she 
worked on a school based instruc- 
tional decision making team. 

With Principal Kathy Curl and 
a committee, she worked to de- 
velop a very detailed school im- 
provement plan. 

Bryce and faculty member 
Chantel Richardson were awarded 
the Chamber of Commerce Out- 
standing Education Award for 
school career focus and infusion 
of career concepts into the cur- 
riculum. 

Although few people knew 
that Bryce planned to retire at the 
end of the school year, those few 
managed to keep her secret yet 
plan a farewell party. Children 
drew pictures and wrote notes 
which were presented to the sur- 
prised Bryce. A gift from all was 
a lunchbox which contained 
something for her to spend in 
Scotland where she planned to go 
at the end of school. 

“T’ll miss the kids,” she said. 
In a way, as it was pointed out to 
her by a family member, 
Greenbelt Elementary was her

The Springhill Lake Recreation Center 
held its fourth annual Greenbelt Teen Fair with 
approximately 200 teens and parents in atten- 
dance. In addition, the Greenbelt Moving Ahead 
program continued to assist students in preparing 
for SATs, college applications, tutoring and 
more, while elementary school children were as- 
sisted by a Tutoring and Homework club.

One new Community Oriented Policing 
program implemented this past fiscal year was 
the Criminal Justice Youth Academy. This 16- 
week program was modeled after the popular 
Citizens Academy program, but with Greenbelt’s 
youth in mind. After completing applications 
which included an essay on why they wanted to 
participate in the program, 20 students from Elea- 
nor Roosevelt High School were accepted. 

The program was designed to educate 
youth about life as a police officer and career op- 
portunities in the field of law enforcement. It 
was developed and overseen by Greenbelt’s 
School Resource Officers, Corporal David Buer- 
ger and Master Patrol Officer Marty Parker. 
Classes and demonstrations were provided by 
many of the other officers of the Greenbelt Police 
Department and other law enforcement agencies 
from the area. 

The students learned about police proce- 
dures and gained a better understanding of why 
things are done in law enforcement. The Crimi- 
nal Justice Youth Academy proudly graduated 14 
students from its first session and plans are in 
the works to expand the program 
for the next school 
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In 1999, durmg Hurricane Floyd, Public 
Works personnel filled sandbags and placed them 
against low lying buildings to prevent water dam- 
age. After the storm, the department took on the 
task of removing storm damaged trees throughout 
the area. 

In a fun event, the Greenbelt Department 
of Public Works, together with Local Govern- 
ment Insurance Trust and the Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Governments, hosted a 
“Snow Rodeo” at FedEx Stadium. Snow plow- 
ing teams from numerous government agencies 
competed in the event, showing off their skills 
that help to keep our streets clear during winter 
emergencies.

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A Greenbelt Gardener

It is a beautiful ow 
time of year as the : 
leaves turn color. 
A given patch of 
trees will look dif- | 
ferent every few o 
days as one tree after another 
changes into full color and then 
drops its leaves. Right now 
most of the trees that are in color 
are oak trees. Their colors are 
more muted than some of the 
trees that peaked in color a few 
weeks earlier, but the tan-yellow 
and brownish-red of some of the 
oaks is still very pleasant to see. 

The leaves on many shrubs 
and perennial flowering plants 
also turn color in the autumn so 
they give another period of color 
in the garden besides their flow- 
ering time. Two of the most in- 
tense colored plants turn bright 
red - the Japanese maple (a small 
tree) and burning bush (a shrub). 

Raking up the fallen leaves is 
the big fall clean up task. 
Leaves can not be left on grass 
and ground cover plants or the 
leaves will kill them. So there is 
no getting around doing this 
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clean up task. 

Leaf pick up varies by neigh- 
borhood. In Greenbelt Homes 
leaves must be put in bags, but 
in other neighborhoods they are 
picked up at the curbside on ap- 
pointed days. Call Public Works 
for Friday pick up of bags of 
leaves, sticks or yard debris at 
301-474-8004. 

Please do not rake leaves out 
of your yard into playgrounds, 
parks, and woods. The leaves 
can blow around onto the side- 
walks. Thick piles of leaves in 
wooded areas do not decay much 
and leaves piled on top of wild- 
flowers will kill them. 

Composting is another way to 
deal with leaves and avoids the 
labor of bagging them. Compost 
bins can be store bought or home 
made. The basic principle of 
composting is putting alternate 
layers of soil and vegetative mat- 
ter such as leaves in a large con- 
tainer. That means you have to 
have at least a thin layer of dirt 
at least every 12 inches or the 
pile of leaves will not break 
down to create soil, which is 
why piles of leaves dumped in 
city parks remain piles of leaves.
